LES ETUDES PHILOSCPHIQUES of October-December contains 
a detailed review by Henri Bouillard of the 19th volume of the Encyclopé- 
die Francaise, entitled Philosophie--Religion (noted in the November- 


December issue of French News). The compilation of the Encyclopedia, 

a vast enterprise begun in 1933 and interrupted by the war, is now directed 

by Gaston Berger, Director of Higher Education in France; two more vol- 
umes are forthcoming. The first section of the 19th tome, on philosophy, 
surveys contemporary trends in the field, philosophical problems and methods 


of investigation, and the various philosophical doctrines. The second sec- 


tion, on religion, deals with phenomenology, religious history and sociolo- 
gy, and world religions today. The same issue of ETUDES PHILOSOPHIQUES 
has a table listing all articles appearing there in 1957, as well as four texts 
devoted to philosopher Louis Lavelle (1883-1951). 


Another interesting philosophical work is discussed in the January 
25th issue of Le Monde: Suzanne Bachelard's La Logique de Husserl 
(P. U. F., 1957), which is followed by her translation of Logique formelle 
et logique transcendentale by Husserl.

The Grand Prix de la Critique for 1957 was awarded to Dr. Jean Delay 


‘for his penetrating, two-volume work, La Jeunesse d'André Gide (Gallimard, 


1957). Delay, a physician, writer and personal friend of Gide, has written, 
a "capital" (to quote Emile Henriot) work in the appreciation of a writer who 
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has guarded an important place in French letters for sixty years. The 
first part of Delay's study, entitled André Gide avant André Walter 
(1869-1890), deals with the childhood and adolescence of Gide up to the 


publication of Les Cahiers d'André Walter, when he was 21. The con- 
cluding volume, D'André Walter a André Gide (1890-1895), is described 
by M. Henriot as "the implacable document which is the unpublished cor- 
respondence of Gide and his mother...irrefutable proof of the most hor- 
rible constraint. Bible, principles, censure, mother, aunts, cousins, 
too, all were in league against the disagreeable, unlovable child, against 
the erratic adolescent, against the man Gide was...until his 26th year, 
the time of choice, rebellion, flight". A review by Dominique Aury 

(LA NCUVELLE N.R.F., January Ist) gives unstinting praise: 'The 
monumental work that Jean Delay has devoted to the youth of André Gide 
is the best, most intelligent, and generous contribution to human under- 
standing that the public he~ had the good fortune to read in, probably, 

the last ten years...Gide .> the prototype of the man of a Protestant or 
Jansenist society (and what society is not to some extent? One has only 
to look at the new Soviet society), and the work of Jean Delay reads like 
u tract of intelligent liberation". Another interesting commentary on the 
Delay study appears in the February issue of LA REVUE DE PARIS: 
Gide expliqué par un médecin by Marcel Thiébaut.

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the recent Seurat exhibit at the Musée Jacquemart-André (sur- 
prisingly, the first to be held in a French museum). 


ART NEWS for February features, with masterful examples of Georges 
de la Tour canvases, and others by Nicolas de Largillié¢re, Pous- 
sin, and Hyacinthe Rigaud, a study of the exhibit of 17th century 
French art which recently closed in London. In The Invention of 
the Real under Louis XIV, Lawrence Gowing states that this ex- 
hibition "is important for the light it throws on the separate and 
comparatively unofficial, unsponsored development of individuals 
in Rome and Provence and Lunéville as much as in Paris".

A reference work in English issued by the Industry and Productivity 
Division of the Office of the Commercial Counselor to the French Embassy, 
has been added to the Cultural Services Library. Recent Developments of 
the Productivity Drive in France (1956) is an abstract of the third report of 
the French National Productivity Agency. 


Note: the December 1957 (No. 24) issue of the FRENCH BIBLIOGRAPHICAL DI- 
GEST, distributed upon request by the French Cultural Services, 
is the first of two booklets on pharmacy. An introduction by Pro- 
ict es fessor René Fabre of the University of Paris deals with education 
¥ ee and research in the French pharmaceutical profession, and the 
2 curriculum of pharmaceutical study in France. In addition to lists 
of French periodicals, scientific societies, publishers, authors, 
and a bibliography, a guide to pharmaceutical studies done in France 
during the past three years is offered. It covers the fields of gener- 
al, analytical and plant chemistry; animal biochemistry, physiology 
and pharmacodynamics.

of 'personnalisme",, who headed the review until his death in 1950; 
Albert Béguin then assumed the post of editor until his death last 
May. Last fall, the Board of Directors of ESPRIT named Jean- 
Marie Domenach as editor. The transformation of the revue is 
scrutinized by Bernard Voyenne in "Esprit" et les Francais, 
printed in the February issue of PENSEE FRANCAISE.

"Peintures préhistoriques du Sahara" 


copies of wall paintings discovered in the course of his 16-month ex- 

pedition to the Sahara, a mission sponsored by the Abbé Henri Breuil 
and the Musée de l'Homme. More than half of these startling, painstaking 
reproductions went on exhibit last November at the Musée des Arts Dé- 
coratifs (Pavillon Marsan), revealing an unexpected world to museum-goers. 
Their overwhelmingly enthusiastic response caused the exhibit to be ex- 
tended to the end of March. 


[ ast summer explorer-ethnologist Henri Lhote brought back to Paris 


Though science has long been aware that the Sahara was a fertile 
region when Europe was in the throes of the Ice Age, the murals of Mount 
Tassili, north of Hoggar, were unknown until the Lhote mission was ac- 
complished. The discoveries are valuable to art connoisseurs, but scien- 
tifically they are of far greater significance. The paintings record suc- 
cessive waves of migration from Asia towards Morocco and the Niger from 
the 8th millenium B,C. on. One of the most remarkable facets of this 
migration, as revealed in the frescoes, is the infiltration of peoples uti- 
lizing a pre-Homeric chariot. Their route, across Tassili, has been 
carefully traced by the Institut Francais d'Afrique Noire. 


Analogies of form and style between rock paintings on the two 
continents have been sought for years. The present exhibit attests that 
there is no demonstrable relation between the ''reindeer men" who paint- 
ed in Spain some 40, 000 years ago and those who executed the first murals 
in Tassili, five or six thousand years before Christ. Prehistorian Abbé 
Breuil tends to believe that the gap between these two cultures was filled by 
peoples inhabiting Africa. 


The oldest of the paintings brought to light dates back 8, 000 years, 
according to M. Lhote, who bases his observations on stone tools found in 
nearby caves. Their presence indicates a neolithic age that knew neither 
millstone nor pottery. The light and brilliant palette of these anonymous 
artists is markedly different from that of painters of the Magdelenian 
period, and the diversity of the drawings is evidence of a sequence of 
populations. There are scenes swarming with little figures, majestic 
processions of bulls guided by Negro shepherds, herds of deer, anti- 
lopes on the watch, galloping chariots (illustrating the arrival of the "'sea"' 
people, from Crete, Greece, or, more probably, Egypt). The minglir.z of 
racial groups led to noticeable changes of painting style, and works of pure 
beauty. Some of the individual figure drawings discovered during the ex- 
pedition are more than 16 feet in height. Detailed coverage of the exhibit 
is given by André Varagnac in LA REVUE DE PARIS (January) and 
G. Charensol in LA REVUE DES DEUX MONDES (January Ist. ). 


Romanesque Art 


Visitors to the Louvre have been fascinated by ''Masterpieces of 
Romanesque Art", one hundred and fifty sculptures and objects lent by 
more than fifty museums in the provinces. These examples of the Roman- 
esque, on view until March 24th, reveal the wealth of local and foreign 
influences upon medieval French art. Architecture of the period was 
richly ornamented with animals, flowers, birds, fables, grotesque figures, 
religious and family scenes that reflect contemporary beliefs and reality. 
In his detailed review of the exhibit (REVUE DES DEUX MONDES, De- 
cember 15), G. Charensol finds himself "in the presence of one of the 
greatest mysteries in art history... No one will ever be able to say why 
it happened that, between the middle of the llth and 12th centuries, there 
were so many artists of genius - and in all realms of esthetic creation". 


These realms are strikingly represented in the Louvre exhibit. 
There are the capitals of La Daurade and the Saint-Ttienne Cloister, in 
Toulouse; those of the choir of the Abbatiale de Cluny; Christ in Majesty, 
on the tympanum from a Dijon cathedral; the lintel of the portal of Autun, 
on which Eve is shown gathering the forbidden fruit. Other highlights are 
the statues of Saint Martha and Saint Mary, from the tomb of Saint Lazare 
d'Autun; sculpted heads of the king of Beauvais, Saint Bénigne de Dijon, 
and Lothaire de Reims; the manuscript of the Apocalypse of Saint-Sever; 
enameled ware, jewelry, and Lyonnais silks. 


An interesting postscript to the exhibit are the plans announced 
by the Centre International d'Etudes Romanes, whose aim is to familiarize 
the public with Romanesque art. As its topic for study in 1958, the Center 
has selected Romanesque art in Roussillon. A monthly lecture series 
began in January and will continue through May at the Pavillon de Marsan, 
Musée des Arts Décoratifs. To round out the program, a number of trips 
to the region of Roussillon (Pyrénées-Orientales) are being arranged for 
next September, and a pilgrimage to Saint-Jacques-de-Compostelle, site 
of legend and lore, will take place from June 19th to 29th. For further 
information, write to: Centre International d'Etudes Romanes, Pavillon 
de Marsan, 107 rue de Rivoli, Paris ler.

Paintings by Louis Moreau and Hubert Robert

the present Louvre (where they lived as early as the reign of Louis XVI).

Of the two, Robert is the greater artist. His aforementioned de- 
piction of the fire at the Opéra (belonging to the Musée Carnayalet) antici- 
pates Goya. The humbler role played by Moreau, painter of the "petite 
sensation", is nevertheless important in preparing the way for the free 
landscapes of the early Romantics. 


Other "xhibitions in Paris 


"The Image of Lille" exhibit, held until Junuary at the Palais des 
Beaux-Arts de Lille, has traveled to Paris (Musée des Arts et Traditions 
populaires, February 13 - May 14). Lille artisans of the early 19th cen- 
tury carved wood engravings of soldiers on foot and horseback, religious 
tableaux, saints, even depicted comic episodes. Alongside the works of 
these craftsmen are "images" of Valenciennes, Cambrai, and Douai. 


The exhibit 'Le Portrait francais de Watteau & David" closed 
at the Orangerie in February, a rare glimpse, via paintings, pastels, and 
sculptures, of French society between 1700 and 1800. Among the artist- 
observers were Chardin, Watteau, Lancret, Larguillére, Nattier, Quentin 
de la Tour, Madame Vigée-Lebrun, David and his School. More than 100 
masterpieces were shown. Paralleling this show, and extending through 
April,is an exhibit of 18th century French Drawings, presented by the Cabi- 
net des Dessins of the Louvre. It proves that artists such as Rigaud, Coy- 
pel, Greuze, Fragonard, Saint-Aubin and Watteau not only prepared numer- 
ous sketches before taking up the brush, aut also cultivated the art of draw- 
ing for itself. 

Late in February, the costume museum that is part of the Musée 
d'Art Moderne de la Ville de Paris began a new exhibit, to be held until 
September: ''Costumes de cour et de ville du Ier Empire"... A March- 
through-May exhibit at the Musée Galliéra is 'Les Parisiennes", orguni- 

ed by "Les Peintres témoins de leurs temps", displaying works created 
especially for this event. Close to one hundred painters and sculptors are 
represented. Texts for the catalogue, which features a cover by Bernard 
Buffet, were written by Gérard Bauer, Jean Cassou, Héron de Villefosse, 
Jean Cocteau, and others. "Les Parisiennes"' will travel afterwards to 
Namur, Liege, Annecy, Nice, Lyons and, possibly, Japan. The 1959 
March-through-May offering of the ''Peintres témoins de leur temps", 

also at the Musée Galliéra, will center «round "'L'Homme et la machine"; 
more than 100 paintings and sculptures on this theme will be shown..... 
One hundred and fifty recent ceramics by Picasso went on display March 8th 
at the Maison de la Pensée Francaise, 2, rue de l'Slysée.

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Scientific Exhibition in Paris 


As part of the International Geophysical Year, an exhibit on ''Terre 
et Cosmos" will be presented from April 24th to June 23rd, along the banks 
of the Seine. More than 40 countries will participate. The exhibit, to be 
housed in specially-designed prefabricated buildings, is expected to attract 
over a million visitors. Documents, materials and diverse constructions 
will illustrate the latest achievements of scientific research as well as as- 
pects of geology, oceanography, seismology, meteorology, astronomy and 
aeronautics. The committee in charge is headed by the Duc de Broglie and 
the Révérend Pére Legay (who is also President of the National Committee 
of the Geophysical Year in France).

The full development of Inca and 
Aztec art is manifest in items from Peru, Mexico and Nicaragua, while 
North American native art is represented by works of Indian and @skimo 
craftsmen. From the museum's own collections: pieces from the Amazon-- 
petsherds, ornamental stone prows of Amazarien dug-out canoes, and other 


rare objects. Impressive statuary from the islands of Oceania rounds out 
this unusual display. 
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NICE: 


Over 400 graphics by Marc Chagall ure at the Galerie des Pon- 
chettes until the end of March. ( Not until a trip to Berlin in 1922 did 
Chagall, aut the age of 35, initiate himself into the arts of lithography 
and etching). His book illustrations are perhaps his best-known work 
in this field: those for Gogol's Dead Souls, the Fables of ! = "ontaine, 
the Bible, and the Arabian Nights. Chagall's native city ot Vitebsk 
is evoked in engravings for Ma vie. Other examples of his skill in graph- 
ics are his self-portraits, posters, floral und circus pictures. Part of 
the present exhibit was shown last year at the Bibliothéque Nationale and 
the Busel Museum, 


VALIL.AURIS: 


A wall painting by Pablo Picasso designed for the Paris UNESCO 
headquarters is being exhibited during Taster in Vallauuris pending ship- 
ment to the capital. Composed of 40 wood panels to be assembled on the 
wall of the conference room of the new building, the mural stands over 
29 feet high.

he crowning eveni o1 the Paris season is the festival known as the 

Théatre des Nations, which begins March 26th at the Théatre Sarah - 
Bernhardt, and continues until July 20th. Now in its second year, the 
Théatre des Nations will encompass 15 nations, 18 troupes, and 36 pro- 
ductions in 107 performances, a notable gain over last year's figures.

Music Competitions in France 


Two vocal contests will be held in Haute-Garonne this year, one in 
Luchon, in August, and the other, the Toulouse International Singing Com- 
petition, in Cctober. Besancon will again hold its international conducting 
competition for young men and women under 30 in September. Candidates 
are eligible with (lst Section) or without (2nd S*ction) a diploma in conduc- 
ting, even if they have never served as professionals (2nd Section). Since 
its establishment in 1951, this contest has attracted 300 young conductors 


representing 30 different nationalities (see Festivals). 


Another international music competition, the second International 
Olympiad of Choral Singing, has been set to take place this June in Paris. 
It comprises: 
1. A contest of a cappella singing before an international jury. Parti- 
cipants may belong to men's, women's, mixed, or children's choruses. 
2. First performances of choral works by contemporary composers. 
3. Public concerts presenting music of various nations, with instru- 
mental and folk dance groups. 
4. An international camping reunion of choral conductors to study 
problems of group singing in different countries, to be held near 
Paris, July 1-13. 
5. Meetings of the different choruses for discussion and singing. 


So far more than 20 nations will take part in the Olympiad; some 
of them have already organized national competitions to ensure the high 
quality of performances of their choral delegates.

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FRANCE ABROAD 


ENGLAND 


"The Age of Louis XIV", which closed early in March at the Royal 
Academy in London, afforded an exciting perspective of almost all 17th 
century French painting. The widely-heralded event was arranged under 
the patronage of the Franco-British Cultural Commission and in collabo- 
ration with the Association Francaise d'Action Artistique. The exhibit 
was composed of loans from more than 70 provincial French museums, 
as well as churches and State Chateaux(including the Chateau de Versailles). 
It was thus possible to present the canvases of an artist such as Georges de 
La Tour to an unparalleled extent (nine of the fourteen paintings definitely 
attributed to him were displayed). Treasured works by Jacques Callot, 
Philippe de Champaigne, Charles Le Brun, Louis Le Nain, Claude Lor- 
rain, Nicolas Poussin, Simon Vouet and more than 60 others were ar- 
ranged to show the evolution of styles and genres, starting with French 
Caravaggesque painters working in Rome, and culminating with the art of 
Versailles and the painters of the last years of the reign. Period tapes- 
tries, sculptures, furnishings, documents, and ornaments completed this 
panorama of the Golden Age. 


ITALY 


The "Festival of Two Worlds", to begin on June 5th in Spoleto, is 
largely an American-Italian venture, but France will share in the theatri- 
cal proceedings. Daudet's play L'Arlésienne, with the musical background 
Bizet wrote for its premiére in 1872, will be interpreted by the troupe of 
Raymond Rouleau, a youthful company whose headquarters are in Paris. 
Six performances of L'Arlésienne are scheduled.

Cooper Union Museum, Cooper Square 


March 28 - May 10: ceramics by Pablo Picasso, the first inclusive 
New York show of its kind, from Picasso's own collection and American 
collections. Three types of pieces will be displayed: objects decorated and 
glazed by Picasso, with painted or incised designs or relief additions; 
items he modelled; and objects produced from molds especially prepared 
by the artist. 


Frick Collection, 1 East 70th Street 3 P.M. lectures 


Dr. Janet P. Cox discourses on aspects of Romanticism, 1800- 
1860, Thursday afternoons, treating French painters on March 27 (Géri- 
cault), April 10 (Delacroix) and May 8 (Daumier). She also lectures on the 
Italian theatre in 18th century French art on Friday, May 2. Mr. William 
R Rearick, speaking on the Renaissance portrait, deals with France and 
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England on May 1. His talk on April 25th will have as its subject Clodion, 
the 18th century French sculptor, creator of gracious and charming works. 


Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum, 7 East 72nd Street 


Until April 20th - "Sculptures and Drawings fro™ Seven Sculptors", 
ranging from 33 to 50 years of age, and all working in the contemporary 
idiom. Works by Frenchmen Etienne-Martin and Etienne Hajdu, of the 
School of Paris, are included. 


Museum of Modern Art, 11 West 53rd Street 


March 26 - May 1l - "Georges Seurat"': a monumental array of 
over 150 paintings and drawings by the Pointillist master from 86 Ameri- 
can and European collections. Organized by the Art Institute of Chicago 
(where it was shown from January 16 - March 7) in collaboration with the 
Museum of Modern Art, this is the first Seurat exhibit of such magnitude 
held in any museum since the artist's death in 1891. A number of works, 
lent by members of Seurat's family, can be seen for the first time. 


The exhibit runs the wide gamut of the artist's development, from 
student essays and a series of Normandy sketches to the great canvases 
covered with minute dots of color set down in strict accordance with his 
Neo-Impressionist theories. Four of these major paintings are included: 
L'Aprés-midi sur l'Ile de la Grand Jatte, belonging to the Art Institute 
(and displayed with many preliminary sketches and studies); Le Chahut, 
from the Krdller-Mtiller Museum of Otterlo, Holland; Jeune femme se 
poudrant, on loan from the Courtauld Institute of Art in London; and Le 
Cirque, Seurat's last large - and unfinished - painting, lent by the Louvre, 
which contributed the largest number of loans of any foreign museum. 
Another of the eleven Louvre works, which were accompanied to this country 
by Curator Germain Bazin, is a study for Les Poseuses. During his stay 
here, M. Bazin recalled that the United States is richest in examples of 
Seurat's art, having more than one hundred paintings and drawings, and 
that it is thanks to the generosity of an American collector that the Louvre 
possesses Le Cirque. 


April 2 - June 1 - Sixty-five paintings, 27 gouaches, drawings, 
prints, and a sculpture by Cubist artist Juan Gris, from public and private 
collections here and abroad. The show will travel later to the Minneapolis 
Institute of Arts, the San Francisco Museum of Art, and the Los Angeles 
County Museum, all of which participated in its organization. 


New York University: Maison Francaise, 16 Washington Mews 


Last November an exhibit of paintings by Jean-Claude Aujame, 
sponsored by H. ©. Hervé Alphand, French Ambassador to the United 
States, opened at the French House of New York University. Country 
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landscapes with yellow-walled buildings and black poplars predominated, 
showing traces of his artistic debt to the Fauves. The Maison Frangaise, 
a two-story building designed by French architect Lucien David, cele- 
brates its first birthday on April 26th.
